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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated EP 

1 103459. EP '459 shows tensioning device and method of maintaining tension in a riser 
(6) for a riser connecting a subsea borehole with a floating installation on the surface of 
the sea, where the tensioning device (26, 10) is provided with telescoping tubes () and 
also several evenly spaced hydraulic cylinders (26, 10) arranged in a peripherally 
encircling manner and mainly in the longitudinal direction of the riser, and where the 
tension in the riser is exerted through hydraulic pressure in said cylinder (26, 10), 
having the tensioning device (26, 10) consists of two successive, interconnected 
telescopic tensioning units (26, 10), the tensioning units being designed separately to 
maintain a prescribed tension in the riser (6). 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Thory 
5,846,028. Thory shows a tensioning device and method of maintaining tension in a 
riser for a riser (7) connecting a subsea borehole with a floating installation (3) on the 
surface of the sea, where the tensioning device (2, fig 4) is provided with telescoping 
tubes and also several evenly spaced hydraulic cylinders (25) arranged in a peripherally 
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encircling manner and mainly in the longitudinal direction of the riser, and where the 
tension in the riser is exerted through hydraulic pressure in said cylinder (25), having 
the tensioning device (2) consists of two successive, interconnected telescopic 
tensioning units (25), the tensioning units being designed separately to maintain a 
prescribed tension in the riser (7).
